IN COUNCIL. 
THE CONVENTION AT SPRINGFIELD. 
Serial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. ° 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jau. 15.—The Silver Con- 
vention, the call for which emanated from 
Quincy, was held in the Senate Chamber to-day. 
Last evening and this morning it was thought 
that the at ance would be quite small, and, 
indeed, when the hour of opening arrived there 
was a brilliant arrayof empty seats, but, as the 
midday trains began to arrive, there commenced 
an influx of delegates from Quincy, Carlinvilie, 
Decatur, Peoria, Charleston, and other towns 
and villages in the neighborhood, and to the 
bad roads in the interior, and to the 
fact that too. short a notice e had been 
given, may be attriduted the want of a general 
representation. What the Convention lacked 
in numbers it possessed in brains. Never has 
your correspondent attended a delipcrative 
body in which there was better decorum, closer 
attention te the questions under discussion, and 
an abler exposition of argument. One notice- 
able feature was the absence of the loungers 


who usually invade the Capitol whenever a con- 


vention is in session. They devoted their at- 
tention to the military meeting in the Repre- 
sentatives’ IIall. 
THE CONVENTION 

was called to order by J. G. Rowland, of the 
Quincy Heraid, who nominated Judge Lawrence 
as President. The nomination was concurred 
in, and the Judge returned his thanks for the 
honor conferred. Thev had met for tbe pur- 
pose of cxpressing the opinion that prevails 
among nine-tenths of the people in regard to 
the wrong and fraud which had been perpe- 
trated in demonetizing silver, and demanding, 
on behalf of the people, that the wrong be 
righted, and the dollar restored tothe position 
it once beld. 

Messrs. Orendorff of, Sangamon, Dowdall of 
Peoria. and Denearre of Adams, were appoint- 
ed Secretaries. 

Messrs. Archer of Pike, Hise of Cook, Ross 
of Fulton, and Jacobs of Adams, were ap- 
pointed Vice-Presidents, 

On motion, the Chair appointed as a Commit- 
tee on Resolutions Messrs. Goudy, Bross, Bates, 
and Bennett of Cook, Rowland of Adams, 
Merritt of Sangamon, Emery of Peoria, Picker- 
e of Macon, Bouton of Union, Etter of Me- 
Lean, Jack of Mason, Conkling of Sangamon, 
Bush of Pike, and Knapp of Scott. 

The Comanittce retired to deliberate., and 

RUDOLPH K. TORNEK 
addressed the Convention. lie gave a con- 
densed history of all the acts relatfve to 
the coinage which had been passed by Con- 
gress, and then, in a glowing manner, eulogized 
the Republican party for whatit had done; but, 
if it refused to participate in the movement for 
the restoration of the silver dollar, it would be 


an act of violence to the country equal to the 


firing on Fort Sumter. The commerce of the 
country was paralyzed, bankruptcy stalked 
through the land, thousands of men were suf- 
fering from the want of bread because they 
could not obtain work. Why should we hesi- 
tate to remonetize silver, if it would ald us to 
roll off the burden of debt under which we now 
stagger? The bondholders. the New York agi- 
tators, and the capitalists of New England 
would, without doubt, should gold become 
plenty, 
DEMAND PAYMENT IN DIAMONDS OR PLATINA, 

Tne Mississippi Valicy is capable of sustain- 
ing a population of 130,000,000, and last year it 
produced 1,800,000,000 bushels of grain. We 
were to-day standing face to face with the fact 
that 3,000,0000 of people in this broad land 
were all out of employment. During the last 
four years $900,000,000 of railroad bonds had 
been forfeited, and 81, 500, 000, 000 of stock had 
been destroyed. Tothe War alone should not 
be ascribed the depression. It was mainly due 
to the financia: legislation of the past eignt or 
ten years. There should be no session of Con- 
gress oftenerthan once in ten years. All the 
financial iegislation of the past eight vears 
should be repealed, and an amendment to the 
Constitution should be adopted prohibiting 
any financial legislation for the uext thirty 
years. 

In response to several loud calls, 

JOHN FORSYTHE, 
of Chicago, addressed the meeting. He 
that he came here to participate with his f 
citizens in endearoring to procure the remone- 
tization of the silver dollar, which. for eighty 
years, had been the coin of the country. Alex- 
ander Hamilton laid down the principle that the 
limitation of coin to any one metal would work 
an injuryto the people. It was through his 
labors that the silver dollar of the same value 
as the old mhled Spanish dollar was estab- 
lished. _

that was practiced. The American people be- 
lieved that Coperess had no power to pass this 
act, because it had not the power to do any- 
thing that would tend to wreck the properties 
of the people. Previous to the act of 1860 many 
oF the bonds were parable in dreenbacks. 
Then the Government declared that they would 
by payable in “te.”

THE BESOLUTIONS. 

After recess, Mr. Goudy, Chairman of the 
Committee, presented the following resolu- 
tions: 

Wuereas, Dy the set of Congress of April 2. 
1792, provision was made for the coinage of a Ul- 
ver coin of the value of the Spanieh milled dollar 
then current, contaiping 371% grains of pure sil- 
ver, to be the monetary unit of the United States: 
and, @.though the efandard weight of the said dol- 
lar was originally 410 grains including the alloy, 
was in 1437 reduced to 41°24 grains, yet the quan- 
tity of pure silver which. it contained and its in 
trinsic value remained unchanged for a period of 
more than eighty years, during all of which time 
the silver dollar so coined continaed to be the mon- 
etary unit and stanaard measure of value for the 
Lnited States; and 

WmeREAS, Silver and gold concurrently have 
constituted the basis of monetary systems of all 
nations and peopies since the earliest periva in the 
history of civilized man; and 

Wuserxas, Silver coin has always constituted the 
chief, and ‘frequently the only, metallic leval- 
tender currency im general use among the masses 
of the American people; and 

Wunnzas, The business and credits of the whole 
country daring almost the entire period of the 
national existence have * adjusted to this 
standard measure of yalues; a 

Wuereas, All bo of the ‘United States, by 
law and the terms expressed on the face, and pay- 
uble 2 eo of = standard AS . 1870, 
namely, sliver o of x: rains; 
therefore, * — 1 . 

Resolved, That thagemonetizatioa of the silver 
dollar of the United tes was a change in oar 
monetary system so grave and radical in its char- 
acter, and so vitally affecting the commercial in- 
teresis and rights of the people. that it ought not 
to have been ventured ubon even under circum- 
stances mort favorable, until after a full, thor- 
ough, and exhaustive discussion of its merits be- 
fore the people, and the covert scheme by which 
this most important measure was precipitated upon 
the country, without one word of discussion, 
either in of out of Congress, ana the obstinate 
persistency with which the scheme is still prose- 
cuted ip a time of unparalleled business depression 
and disaster, and with the forced resumption of 
specie payments in immediate prospeci, discloses 

a reckless disregard for public welfare on the 
part of its movers which merits our severest cen- 
sure and condemnatidn. 

Resolved, 'Tnat one obvious purpose of the act 
demonetizing silver was to increase the value of 
the Government bonds, and cortespondingly in- 
crease the public burden by securing the payment 
of those bonds in gold, when by their terms, plain- 
ly expressed on their face, they are redeemd#ole in 
coin of the standard value of the Unite? States on 
July 11, 1870, af whieh date silver dollars as well 
as gold dollars were lawful tender in payment of 
ali debts, public and private; that in order to se- 
cure to the bondholders this advantage, to which 
they are in no wise entitled, the people have been 
clandestinely rovbed of the legai-tender quality of 
one-half of their metallic currency, @hereby great- 
ly enhancing ihe difficulty and the danger of the 

roposed resumption of specie payments, and un- 
justly increasing the burden of every individual at 


arge. 
Resolved, That we view with just alarm the 
ition taken by the President on this question 
in his late message, and we have good reason to 
believe that his judgment has been warped and 
misguided, by the bad counsels of his constitutional 
advisers, into the adoption of a line of poiicy 
waich- would give the bondholders an undue and 
unjust advantage, greatly to the detriment of the 
people. We have searched in vain throngh his 
inessage for any word of true comfort for 
the strugeling masses by whose labor the 
money must be earned by these bonds. 
We regard his suggestion that, by yielding to the 
demands of the public creditors, these bonds may 
be exchanged for others at reduced interest, as a 
delusion. There are two parties interested in this 
question—those who are to pay as well as those 
who are to receive payment. Wedemand that 
justice, simple justice, be done to both by restor- 
ing the old time-honored standard measure of 
values. The burdens of government will then 
rect lightly upon the shoulders of a prosperous 
people. But we see no hope of returning proe- 
erity in the finunciai policy of the President and 
is maladvisers. 

Resolved. That the holders of the Government 
donds hot only have no ficht. legal or equitable, 
to demand payment otherwise than according to 
their express terme, bubt Government cannot, 
with due regard to the ts of the people, waive 
its option to pay in sie or gold and restrict it- 

eli to payment in gold yi; and that, when tne 
attempt to do this is jegisiating out of 
existence the whole silver. coinage of the country 
as legal tender, and at the same time depreciating 
the value of one of its most important products in 
the markets of the world, the consequences of this 
ncfarious scheme are eo far-reachingand disastrous 
that it culls for unmeasured denunciation. 

Resolved, That the proposal to pay the bond- 
holders exclusively in geld, which their bonds do 
not call for, and at the same time to demonpetize 
silver so far as to make it legal- tender to some 
mall amount for ** other Kinds of indebtedness, 
would be partial clasg legislation of the ver 
worst character. We empbaticaily re a all uc 
compromises. The money that is enougb for 
the people is good en@ugh for the bondholders. 
We demand that the silver dollar be returned to its 
full legal- tender quality, in payment of all debts, 
both public and private, aud we will de satistied 
with nothing less than §his, and we pledge our- 
selves to vote forno mas for Congress who is not 
fully committed in favog of this measure. 

Resolved, That we will resist the consummation 
of this wrong by al! hosorable means within our 
power. We call upon beth Houses of Congress to 
insist upon the repeal Of the demonetizing act, 
and the restoration of th silver dollar to its right- 
ful place in our corr „ andifthe Presieent 
shall, by the use of hie tive, succeed in defeat- 
ing the bul, then we on Congress to append a 
similar repealing clause ( the General Appropria- 
tion bill, and stand by it fo the last, with fait con- 
fidence that the peo will assuredly stand by 
them.

There wag a large dinner party in 
New York City, at Whien David Dudley Field 
and most of the strong supporters of Tilden 
were present, includipg a great many lawyers 
and Congressmen.

there had beeu an extra session, and the troops 
had not been withdrawn from South Carolina 
and Louisiana, and the present Administration 
had followed in the ways of former Adminis- 
trations, that bill would certainly have been 
presented as the deliberate policy of the major- 
ity of the Democratit partv.

HB EXPLAINS AND DEFENDS HIS INDIAN IN- 
mr. 
Wasninoron, D. C., Jan. 15.--The following 
is an account of the interview with Secretary 
Sctrurz to-day on the subject of the recent Ia- 


dian Office investigation: 

Q.—Did you see the dispatch of Prof, Seelve 
and other newspaper statements criticising the 
conduct of your Indian investigation? 

A.—bhave seen them, and think Prof. See- 
lye’s dispatch shows that he has no knowledge 
whatever of the nature of the investigation that 
was held by the Board of Inquiry. It is true 
that certain charges were brought by certain 
persons, some of whom were connected with 
Eastern Cherokee affairs in Nortb Carolina. 
Galpin himself asked for an investigation of 
these charges, and 1 ordered it; but, as I 
had for some time intended a thorough 
inquiry into the conduct of the Indian business, 
I enlarged the scope of the investigation ac- 
cordingly. To make it perfectly impartial and 
reliable, I asked ‘the Becretury of War and 
Attorney-General for a detail of one offiver each 
velonging to their respective departments to 
The 
Secretary of War gave me Maj. Bradtey, of the 
United States army, and the Attorney-General 
Mr. McCammon, botu officers of the- highest 
character in their departments. I added Maj. 
Lockwood, Chiet Clerk of the Interior Depart- 
ment, also an officer of excellent character and 
ability, for the purpose of having on the Board 
one member conversant witb the routine busi- 
ness of the office. In the course of the investi- 
gation it was soon found that the charges 
brought and testimony given by persons con- 
nected with the Eastern Cherokees were 

OF COMPARATIVELY LITTLE CONSEQUENCE. 
Most of the charges were thrown out earty in 
the investigation as irrelevant, and the testi- 
mony of many persons referred to was in most 
part considered of little value and importance. 
In fact, but very few statements in the report 
of the Board are based upon that testimony, 
and the whole subject of Eastern Cherokee af- 
fairs is disposed of in one short paragraph, in 
which the Board recommends that the Prest- 
dent appoint a commission for the purpose of 
settling the claims of the Eastern band of that 
nation. Prof. Seelye seems to have received 
some boastiul letters from Eastern Cherokee 
men, but in fact tney formed, together with 
Galpin, but a small item in the investigation. 
The statement that Galpin was convicted and 
dismissed on the ground of charges brought and 
testimony given by persons connected with the 
Eastern Cherokees is, therefore, 

ABSOLUTELY WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 
It is said in a prominent newspaper that dis 
reputable persons—meaning probably those 
who had male the charges,—were in close inter- 
course with the Board, and in constaut attend- 
ance at its mectings. This statement is abso- 
lutely untrue. They were present only when 
they were examined as witnesses, and they had 
no standing before the Board only in the char- 
acter of witnesses. When off the witness 
stand, they were strictly excluded from the 
sittings of the Board. It is also said that 
Galpin was dismissed zithout a hearing. The 
truth is that he was before the Board for more 
than t tv days, engaged in his own defense, 
examining and cross-examining witnesses upon 
charges brought against him which were con- 
sidered of any importance at all, and frregu- 
larities which had been discovered and with 
which he was connected. But the charge that 
Galpin was dismissed upon thetestimony of dis- 
reputabie persons 
APPEARS ESPECIALLY ABSURD 

when it is considered that he was dismissed 
principally upon the testimonv-of one person 
alone, and tbat was himself. Thus his sworn 
testimony admitted that for nearly two months 
he withheld from the knowledge of the Depart- 
ment charges and specifications. supported by 
numerous affidavits, showing corrupt practices 
@ the grossest character of Indian Agents and 
contractors, without giving any satisfactory 
reasons therefor, it being his plain duty to 
commanicate them at once to the head of the 
Department, so as to render prompt action 
against the guilty persons possible. He with- 
held them while he was himself in temporary 
charge of [odian Affairs and Acting Commis- 
sioner. As soon as these charges and specifica- 
tions were transmitted to the Department of 
Justice the parties concerned were indicted 
without difficulty. 

Q.—Howdo you think Prof. Seelye came to 
put forth such unwarranted statements in the 
newspapers! 

A. It is difficult to account for it. I have on 
my desk a letter from Prof. Seelye dated on the 
Ist of August, at a very early stage of the in- 
vestigation. In that letter he stated that, as a 
member of the Indian Committee of the House, 
he had looked into the conductof the business 
in the Indian Office himself, and 

FOUND IT ALL CORRECT 
on the part of the responsible managers of that 
Bureau. Then he denounced the investigation 
ordered by me, and said, I can hardly conccive 
of any testimony which would shake my con- 
viction of their trustworthiness” (meaning the 
Commissioners and Mr. i og hus he pro- 
nounced judgment when the investigation of 
which he knew nothing had hardly com- 
menced, and, under ordinary rules, ~ would 
disqualified himself as a juror. 
Prof. Seelye may have thought it he could not 
find any serious irregularities in the Indian 
Bureau nobody else could, and when othet 
people did find them he may have jumped ar 
the conclusion thatit isa travesty of justice, 
and brought sbout by villainous means. The 
Professor was only one of many who did not 
discover things. I have a very bigh respect for 
him, nis scholastic attainments, and his integ- 
rity and purity of character; but I can coriceive 
of testimony which would shake my conviction 
gs to his own fitness for the office of Commis- 
sioner or Chief Cierk of the Indian Bureau. II, 
for instance, be should argue that a Chief 
Clerk and Acting Commissioner withholding 
for pearly two months important and well-sub- 
stantiated information showing corrnpt prac- 
tices on the part of agents aud contractors, from 
the knowledge of the Department, should aot 
be dismissed, I should consider him 
A VERY DANGEROUS MAN 
at the bead of Indian affairs. In that respect 
he falls short ef ex- Commissioner Smith, whom 
l also believe an honest man, and whose per- 
sonal integrity is not reflected upon by the re- 
port. I —— distinctly remember when Mr. 
Smith came into m — office in a state of 
great excitamnent, bolding papers in bis hand 
and saying, “Here is something very astonish- 
ing which I caupot understand.“ Tne papers 
were those above alluded to, showing frauds at 
the Pawnee and Lewhi Agencies. He told me 
that Galpin had them in his possession for near- 
ly two months, and now had given them up to 
him. I asked Me. Smith what he would do 
with a Chief Cierk withholding information 
such importance for so long a time 
from the knowledge of his superior 
officers. ;Would you not dismiss him? He 
answered, ‘‘I think I should.” I asked fur- 
ther, Can you conceive of any possible ex- 
planation that might be satisfactory?” and he 
answered, “I can't think of any There is 
SOMETHING VERY SIGNIFICANT 
about the clamör raised by some centlemen 
about this Indian investigation. When an in- 
vestigation was held that led to no important 
G@isclosures, it was denoudced as an impotent 
and whitewashing affair Now that an investi- 
gation is held that does disclose things, and 
goes 80 far that it reaches to the bottom, 
hands are held up in holy horror with the ex- 
clamation, “ Things must never be done by 
such. methods.

, GOOD-BY SYNDICATE.

secretary Sherman very plainly says that this 
action has been made necesrary ip consequence 
of the agitation of the silver question.

SECRETARY SHERMAN’S VIEWS. 

Yo the Western Associated Press, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 15.—Secretary 
Sherman to-day appeared before the Committee 
on Ways and Means. He said it was known 
that there had been a Syndicate for the sale of 
the 4-per-cent bonds, but, in deference to what 
was revarded as the popular sentiment, and also 
for the convenience of negotiation, it was 
deemed best to terminate that contract and to 
place these bonds in the market upos a some- 
what different plan, namely, to employ, as far 
as possible, all the National Banks and bank- 
ers of established creait who would give the 
requisite securitvin the sale of the bonds to 
reach, if possible, all classes of people, to treat 
them all alike, to allow them all the same com- 
missiOn,and to deliver bonds to them in any 
part of the country free of charge, and to invite 
popular subscriptions for that purpose. When, 
however, the Treasury Department came to put 
that plau in operation it was found that under 
existing laws 

THERE WII SOME EMBARRASSMENTS 
which. if Congress should see proper to remove, 
would enable it to very largely increase the 
loan and to distribute it more rapidly than it 
could be done at present under the law as it 
now stood. 

The Secretary then proceeded to show the 
existing embarrassments.,and presented to the 
consideration of the Committee the draft of a 
bill to promote the deposit of savings and re- 
funding of the Nationaldebt. In commenting 
on the provisions of this bill, he said if Con- 
gress would pass it he would be able to refund 
the public debt very rapidly, and to carry out 
the operations of the Treasury with increased 
advantage to the public. He preferred this 
mode to the one he had previously indicated for 
a popular loan. It proposed that any holder of 
United States notes may deposit them at any 
postal-order office in the United States, and 
shall be entitled to receive therefor, free of 
charge, a postal order on the Treasurer of the 
United States. Such postal orders, when pre- 
sented to the Treasurer at Washington in sums 
of ten or any multiple of that sum, shall be 
CONVERTIBLE INTO A CERTIFICATE OF DEPOSIT 
of the United States of the kind and descrip- 
tion provided for in the bill. Such certificate 
may also be issued in exchange for United 
States notes at the Treasury of the United 
States, at the office of any Assistant Treasurer 
or at any @esiguated depository of the United 
States, the certiflvates of deposit to be issued b 
the Secretary of the Treasury of such form a 
description as he may prescribe, and of the 
denominations of $10, $20, $50, and $100, and 
bear interest at the rate of 3.65 per cent per 
annum for tte term of one year, and no longer, 
and shail be received and redeemed by the 
United States in payment only for bonds, and 
the certificates may be held by any National 
Bank for that portion of its reserve not required 
to be kept on hand in specie or legal-tender 
notes. 

The Secretary is authorized to receive either 
United States notes, of postel orders, or certifi- 
cates of deposit at their market value in coin, in 
payment of United States bonds issued under 
authority of law, or in lieu of such bond a regis- 
tered bond or inscribed debt onthe books of 
the Treasury similar in character, leaving the 
interest to be compounded every six months. 
All United States notes received into the Treas- 
ury to be applied cxclusively to the payment of 
any bonds of the United States redeemable at 
the pleasure of the United States, or to the 
purchase of coin or bullion to be applied ex- 
clusively to the payment of such bonds. 

SEVERAL QUESTIONS 

were asked by members of the Committee with 
regard to the true meaning and intent of this 
bill, among others by Mr. Wood, the Chair- 
man. who inquired whether the Secretary did 
not think that the certificates authorized to be 
issued ju lieu of the postal money-orders the 
bill called for could not be used as currency, 
especially as the denominations ran down as 
low as §10, and whether, after its expiration of 
the one year in which they bore interest, they 
couid not then be used upon their par face with 
accrued inierest as currency precisely the same 
as legal-tender notes now are, and, if this view 
was correct. whether the effect would not be to 
add $600,000,000, the amount of the 5-20s vet 
unrefunded, to the circulating medium of the 
country 

The Secretary replied that be thought not.

Mr. Wood said the legal-tender feature was 
pot of practical importance with regard to a 
circulating currency passing from hand to hand. 
We have already a large National-Bank circula- 
tion, which is not legal-tender by law. but vet 
it is a circulating medium of great value, and 
generally regarded as such.

ABSENTEEISM.

SAVINGS-BANK RELIEF BILL. 

The Senate Finance Committee this morning 
considered Judge Davis“ Chicago Savings-Bank 
Relief bill, without coming to any conclusion. 
It is believed that it will be favorably reported. 

WATSON, 
the Chicago Bank-Examiner, arrived here to- 
day to vindicate himself. He was summoned by 
‘a telegram from the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. Thereare no charges against his personal 
integrity, but the President is understood to be 
of the opinion that his usefulness is gone. Wat- 
son denies that he ever represented that the af- 
fairs of the Third National and other banks 
were in good condition, but it is asserted that 
good evidence can be produced to show 
that he did state, as to the Third 
National at least, that it was in good 
condition, was solvent, could go into liquida- 
tion, pay its depositors, and return 106 per cent 
or more to its stockholders. There is no doubt 
that Watson will be removed, but the choice of 
his successor has not yet been made. 

RUNKLE.

As the Revised Statutes provide 
for the appointment of an Assistant Treasurer, 
without prescribing any period as to the time 
of his service, the question arose whether it was 
in the power of the President to specify in the 
commission how long or how short a period 
it should run. There are many officers as to the 
length of whose terms the statutes are silent, 
and the question was referred to the Solicitor 
of the Treasury as atest. The Solicitor has de. 
eided that the President has not the power in 
the absence of law to prescribe the length ot 
time for which a commission will ruo.

At the expiration of the morning hour the reso- 
lution of Mr. Matthews in regard to the payment of

There is no epithet, however 
base, that is not in daily use against all whe ven- 
ture to believe, as 1 do, that to a great extent 
our whole {nancial system is organized 
crime against the laboring, tax-paying men 
and women of the United States. he great plea 
of the present hour for the continuation of wrong 
and injustice is that good faith requires it. @Those 
who, finding a monstrous evi! embedded in the laws 
of their country, seek tocradicate it by peaceful 
legislation, are at once, and with the atmost fury, 
assaulted as violators of public faith, enemies of 
the national honor, and worse, if possible. thau 
common swindlers. This plea. so loud now in our 
ears, has been invoked in behalt of every wicked 
ness that ever cursed the world. The usurper in- 
vokes it to protect the throne he has stolen as soon 
ashe isseated. The tyrant invokes it to shelter 
his prerogative, and his nobility in turn invoke it 
in order to live in ease and splendor off the labor 
of others > 
Mr. Voorhees reviewed the Gnancial legislation 
since 1862, and said experience had shown the 
legal-tender to be the best money that ever circa- 
lated. Every Government bond which did not on 
its face stipulate payment in coin was made pay 
able by the express worde of the law in legal- tender 
notes. This enactment guaranteed to the Ameri 
can people the right to pay three-fourthe of tne 
national debt in nationai currency. It was the law 
of contract when ali the 5-20 bonds, amounting to 
over $1. 500, 000. 000. were purchased from the Cor 
ernment by béndholders and pai: ‘or in this eur- 
rency at par. when it was quote: at from 40 to 60 
percent below pat in con. Every one understood 
the, law to be as I have stated it at the time of its 
passage, im fact, the great struggle thea was 
whether even the interest on the bonds I bare 
mentioned should be paid in coin. No 
one in debate made the slightest pre 
teuse or intimation tbat the principal of 
the bonds was payable in coin. Da the full 
term of seven evenWul years that followed, there 
is nut a platform of either political partyin any 
State in the Union which makes such an assertion. 
Mr. Voorhees alluded to Secretary Sherman's

THE BONDHOLDERS’ ATTORRET - ED- 
MUNDS’ PLEA. 

Senator Epmunps, of Vermont, offered on 
Monday, under the form of an amendment, 
a series of resolutions on the silver question. 
The resolutions in the way they are prepared, 
as well as in their substance, read very much 
like the special pleas by which village at- 
torneys make a pretense of earning a fee in 
a case where their clients have no legal or 
moral defense. The resolutions were print- 
ed in Taz Tarun yesterday, and are chiefly 
remarkable for their unwarranted assump- 
tions, suggestions in which the truth is art- 


dollars had become absolutely obsolete ? 

From 1792 to 1884, a period of forty-two 
years, the coinage of the United States was 
76 per cent in legal-tender silver and 24 per 
cent in gold, and the gold that was coined 
never circulated as money, because it was 
sold as bullion. The silver remained as the 
general coin of the country. Was gold coin 
during these forty-two years absolutely 
obsolete because coined only in small 
amounts and then exported? Congress 
then reduced the weight of pure metal in 
the gold coin, making the gold coin as much 
less valuable than the silver as the silver coin 
had previously been less valuable than the 
gold. From 1792 to 1834 the gold coin, though 
issued only in small amounts, was neverthe- 
less a national coin, held in reserve by the 
Government to be putin circulation whenever 
it was desirable or profitable to be issued. 
At the end of forty-two years this gold coin, 
wifich had been held in reserve to be used at 
the option of the Government, was clipped 
or depreciated 6 per cent in order to 
make it cheaper than the silver, and was 
then coined to pay national debts with. It 
bas remained in general circulation for near- 
ly forty years because it was cheaper than 
silver, just as it had remained absolutely 
obsolete during the previous forty-two 
years when silver was cheaper. Both coins 
were held under the option of the Govern- 
ment, to be used at pleasure, and neither 
was ever obsolete. 

The bondholders’ attorney, Epmunps, 
speaking further for his clients, asserts that 
since 1873, and since the silver dollar ceased 
to be a legal-tender, the United States has 
borrowed gold coin to the amount of $592,- 
990,700, and that the holders’ of these bonds 
have a right to expect that Congress will not 
evade or repeal legislation in order to make 
money at the expense of its creditors.” The 
trouble of this special plea is that like the 
other pleas it suppresses truth essential to 
an honest statement. The United States 
auring the War sold its bonds for paper 
money worth from 35 to 60 cents on the 
dollar. The interest on these bonds was 
payable in coin, and the principal, as Mr.

contracting. Hard times will become per- 
petual,—unless, indeed, repudiation, revolt, 
and Communism shall interpose to produce 
still more frightful results. 

Can any reasonable man honestly main- 
tain that stability of values will be 
secured under such conditions? Ste- 
bility in money values does not mean 
the power to resist depreciation alone, but 
appreciation as well. Of the two, a perma- 
nent und eternal appreciation of money value 
is vastly more injurious than a tendency to 
depreciation. For fifteen years previous to 
the suspension of specie payments in this 
country, say from 1546 to 1861, there had 
been a slight but steady decline im the pur- 
chasing power of coin, with a corresponding 
increase in the value of land, labor, and 
merchandise. The effect was beneficent, be- 
cause it was gradual, and stimulative of en- 
terprise and production. Men in business 
usually found a profit on their annual bal- 
ance-sheet. Property-owuers found their 
lands increasing a little in value all the time. 
Farmers, getting a little better prices for 
their crops, enlarged the area of cultivation. 
Manufacturing industry was stimulated by 
the same experience. ‘The wages of work- 
New enter- 
prises were added to the resources and com- 
forts of the country. The laboring classes 
were gradually acquiring homes of their own, 
which increased their frugality and energy. 
It was easicr to pay debts, both public and 
private. Nor did the capitalists experience 
any loss, since they enjoyed the guarantee of

If there were any imperative reason for 
discarding ‘he double metallic standard, all 
scientific research and commercial experi- 
ence would suggest the adoption of the Silver 
standard, as the quantity of it to be had is 
adequate to our needs without giving it an 
excessive value, such as gold now has. The 
American people, at all events, would not be 
confronted with the absolute and inevitable 
necessity of operating always on a falling 
market. There would then be some promise 
of stability of values in the likelihood or 
possibility that the production of silver in

As a medium of exchange, hard money is 
an equivalent as well as a measure of values. 
Stability is consgquently one of the first 
requisites for money, though it does not ex- 
clude adequacy, convenience, imperishability, 
and certain other essentials.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
TUE BREADSTUFFS TRADE. 

Lonpon, Jan. 15.—The Mark Lane Express, 
reviewing the British corn trade the past week, 
says: The wheat plant is progressing favura- 
biy, and has, as far ascan be ascertained, sus- 
tained no injury from recent heavy rains. At 
the same time, a drier atmosphere and some 
bright cold weather would be very acceptable to 
strengthen the secdjing plant. But very little 
progress has been made with threshing of late, 
us may be seen from the quantity of wheat mar- 
keted during the past weck, farmers’ deliverive 
showing a decrease of 4,500 quarters on those of 
the corresponding time last year.

IN POOR CONDITION,

Revel. Should the season continue 
mild, and Revel remain open, our winter sup- 
plies may show an ublooked for increase. Hav- 
ing regard to the fact that Russia is turning all 
her available produce into gold to enable her to 
carry on the war, apart from political considera-

APPEARS TQ BE A SAFE ONE. 

As far as can be seen any material change either

On the spot, mixed American eased 
slightly, but a revival in the demand may occur 
at any moment, as the stock of sound corn in 
London is very short. 

Firmness characterizes the trade for barley 
and oats, with small arrivals at ports of call. 
The floating cargo trade has ruled dull for 
wheat, and rates haye receded.

DOMINION BOARD OF TRADE. 
aperral Disvatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Optawa, Jan. 15.—The Dominion Board of 
Trade commenced its annual session to-day. 
Adam Brown, in his address, commenced by 
welcoming the members of the National Board, 
and referred to the influence these mect- 
ings exercised throughout the country. He re- 
ferred to the late meeting at Milwaukee of the 
Nationa! Board, and the resolutions in favor of 
reciprocity passed by that body. He said few 
questions would come before the Board of more 
importance than the opening up of the North- 
west Territory. It cannot progress as at 
present for want of casy access to market. 
Ile advocated pushing forward the rail 
way as fast as possible from Lake 
Su peror to Winnipeg, and an active 
system of emigration to settle the inter- 
mediate country. Le spoke of the fisheries 
award, and said that although Canadians con- 
silered it inadequate, and Americans thought 
the sum excessive, he believed it would lead to 
a tinal adjustment of this vexatious question. 
He said every patriot and every merchant in 
Canada will watch with solicitude the ex - 
ment which is being made of making Halifax 
the winger port for the Dominion, and referred 
to the success whichehad go far attended the 
scheme, He referred to the report of Dun, 


Wiman & Co., showing the failures in Canada for 


1877, and said that although the liabiilties were 
less, the number of failures exceeded those of 
1876 by 110. He contended that the true policy 
is to acceot of no compromise from aninsolvent 
where trickery or dishonesty has been practiced, 
and urged the farming community to sell their 
grain when feady for market, instead of hold- 
ing over for speculation. The fiscal policy for 
Canada will come up for consideration, when 
the question of Free Trade versus Protection 
will be fuily discussed. In regard to disctim- 
inating freight rates on railways, be said 
said there was no reason why foreign 
trailic should be carried over our lines at 
a lower rate than Canadian, and urged that the 
Government should interfere to prevent it. He 
considered it a great wrong that American ship- 
builders should be permitted to build vessels 
or steamers at an American port and bring 
them into Canada and register them as Cana- 
dian bottoms, without paying duty. The ad- 
dress was received with applause. 

Tue following delegates from the National 
Board of the United States were introduced: 
Frederick Fraley, of Philadelphia; E. P. Dorr, 
of Buffalo; J. D. Hayes, of Detroit: J. P. 
Wetherell, of Philadelphia; and Capt. Snow, 
They received a cordial welcome, and 
took their seats amid loud applause. 
Mr. Fraley addressed the Board, and, 
in the course of an excellent speech, said the 
day would soon come when a new reciprocity 
treaty would be negotiated which would be 
mutuallß beneficial to beth countries. Capt, 
Dorr urged them to advise the Government to 
amend the laws relating to wreeking in such a 
manner as to permit vessels of either country 
to go to the relief of ships in distress on the 
lakes. Messrs. Hayes and Wetherell also spoke 
favorably ou the questions of reciprocity, and 
expressed an opinion that an equitable arrange- 
ment would be made between the twocountries 
in the pear future. 

Col. Walker, of London, moved a resolution 
in favor of a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. 

The H Mr. Fraley said he had the honor a 
few months ago of presenting the views of the 
National Board of Trade ov the reciprocity 
question to the President of the United States, 
and suggested that it suould be referred to a 
committee of commercial men on both sides to 
frame a treaty that would be bepeticial to both 
countries. He hoped to see such a treaty ne- 
rotiated, and that it would become as perfect 
as it was possibic while the independence of the 
two nations should-remain as at present. Capt. 
Dorr also spoke very strongly in favor of a re- 
ciprocity treaty. Such a treaty would at first 
have to include but a limited number of artt- 
cles, afterwards to be increased, and in this 
way made more liberal.

| CANADIAN FAILURES. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Jan. 15.—Tbe annual report of 
Dun, Wiman & Co., of the Mercantile Agency, 
just published, contains a table showing the 
number and amount of failures amongst Cana- 
dian traders for the past three vears. In 1875, 
there Were 1.908 failures, with $28,843,967 lia- 
bilities; in 1870, 1,728 failures, with 825,517,991 
liabilities; in 1877, 1,890 failures, with $25,510,- 
147 liabilities. For a third consecutive year, the 
liabilities of Canadian failed traders exceed 
$20,000,000. While those of 1577 show an in- 
crease in number over the previous year, they 
differ but a fraction in the aggregate 
amount. There is an increase over 1876 
in the amount of liabilities in each Province, 
save Quebec and Nova Scotia, though the in- 
crease in New Brunswick is principally charce- 
able to the disastrous fire in St. John. This 
num ber is greater than in any of the vears tab- 
ulated, with the exception of 1875, being 1,890 
out of 56,000 traders, OP one in every twenty- 
pine; while, the year previous, there was one 
failure in every thirty-two Sing business,—the 
proportion in the United States at that time 
being but one in every sixty-uſne. The average 
liabilities per fuilure in 1877 were $13,497, against 
$14,767 in 1876, aud $14,658 in 1875,—a de- 
crease of 8.6 ver cent as compared with 
1876. The last quarter of 1877 shows an im- 
provement. In the first quarter there were 
572 failures, with $7,576,511 Mabilities; in the 
secoud, o, owing $7,575,326; in the third, the 
number had declined to 424, and the liabilities 
to 85, 75.1, 130, in the last, tu 244;while the amount 
was but $4,606,000. The uced number of 
faliures was owing largely to the good harvest, 
which enabled some merchatts to meet their 
obligations who might otherwise have been 
forced to assign. The yield and effect of the 
harvest, however, were overestimated in a good 
many quarters, and importatio®s were made and 
retail stocks bought which were not needed, and 
are now a dead weight on the holders. 

The timber-trade of the year was far from 
satisfactory, and heavy stockpare stiil beld, 
although much less than the ugual quantity was 
produced. While the railways are makiug bet- 
ter returns, shippers have nog found the year 
an advantageous one. Some Of the manulac- 
tures are in av unsatisfactory state, principally 
through competition of supplus American 
stock. In others, notably the boot and shoe 
trade, there is both activity and The 
fisheries of the Maritime Provisces have yielded 
but meagrely; the coal trade of Nova Scotia 
continues depressed; and these, with the di- 
minished activity in timber iu New Brunswick, 
are unfavorable elements in estimating the re- 
sults of the year. 

The condition of trade which existed a year 
ago do not seem to have changed, or, if a change 
be going on, its curative powers are not yet 
perceptible. Not withstandiug @ series of years 
of depression, in which failures: in Canada have 
been in greater proportion to the number of 
persons in business than in any other country, 
there is to-day a greater number of persons in

CLAIM AGENTS. 

A meeting of claim agents of the various roads 
in thie country and the Canadas was held at the 
Tremont House yesterday for the purpose of briug- 
ing about an organization the object of Which is to 
act uniformly hereafter in the settlement of the 
various claims against railroad cumpanies, and to 
have a general comparison of systems, and die 
cuss their advantages. 

The meeting was called toorder at 10:30 o’ clock. 
M. . U. Dennis, General Agent of the Iihnots 
Central Railroad, in the| chair, and Mr. N. . 
Adriance, Claim Agent of the Cincianati, Hamit 
ton & Dayton, acting as Secretary. The attend- 
ance was good. a majority of the roads being repre- 
sented. 

Two committees were appointed.—one on the 
Order of Business and the other on Permanent Or- 


O'Grady, McCormick, Darroch, Griewold. and Me- 
Fadden, and the other of Messrs. Goddard, Smith, 
X Harris, Doon, Kirkland, and Walker. 

Mr. W. K. Head, versonal injury agent (Trar- 
eling Coroner of the Jilmois Central Railroad. 
delivered the opening address. ‘and spoke in com- 
plimentary terms of the flatteringly large attend- 
ance. lle said the general officers of the railroads 
appreciated the meeting and its objects, and he 
hoved that good results might be obtained from so 
large an attendance, Every one of them was ex 
pected to cuniribute to the general fund of refor- 
mation. It was not sufficient that taey should 
come together to make each other's acquaintance, 
and havea general love-feast. There must be 
some work done which would benetit the roads. 
He siso made some euggestions as to the manner 
in which their work should be done. 

After the transaction of some unimportant busi- 
ness, the meeting adjourned until 2 p. m. 

During the recess the Committee on Permanent 
Organization met and decided that an organization 
of claim agents would do no harm. ‘The title of 
the society was fixed as the Association of Kuilway 
Claim Agents. Mr. A. B. Leet, of the Grand 
Rapids & Indiana Railroad, wae nominated for 
President, ang Mr. N. RK. Adriance as Secretary. 

During the afternoon the only business transact- 
cilwasthe discussion and consiccration of the 
various systems for settling claims against rail- 
roads. While the Western roads were quite fully 
represented at the meeting, there were but few 
representatives from Eastern roads present, which 
looks rather ominous for the formation of an asseo- 
ciation comprising sii the roads n the country. 
Many railroad managers look upon the movement 
with ind’ ference, being under the impression that 
ite object is merely to give the agents a chance tok» d 
auniui jove-feusis at Lae expense of Lhe compapics. 
There are aiready too many associations of rail- 
road officials anu cmployes in existence, '' remarked 
a railroad manager yesterday. aud after a while 
even the office- boys will form themselves into an 
association forthe purpose of establishinga uni- 
form system for doing their work, and travel all 
over the country once a year at the expense of the 
railroad cumpanies, to hold their regular conven- 
tion. re * 

WAREUHOUSES. 

In Tux Tam of yesterday was given at some 
length a summary of the seventh annual report of 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners so far 
as that document related to the railroads of the 
State. The report, in considering the warehouses, 
refers to the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Mann & Scott eases, and adds that 
said decision has brought the managers of the 
Chicago grain elevatora into submission. No com- 
plaint against them had been received by the Board. 
After defining the warchouses known as B and C 
classes, and stating that the former Board had 
never attempted any supervision over them, the re- 
port announces that the board will attempt to ex- 
ercise supervision, wita a well-defined nope of suc- 


cess.

There 
had been rumors for several weeks past that 
something was wrong, a be worst is now re- 
vealed through the repor Special [nsur- 
ance Commission appvint Legislature 
last winter to investigate the affairs of all State 
insurance corporations. The Commission inakes 
its report to the Legislature, because doubtlul 
if the case is such as can be reached by the 
ordivary legal process warranting action by 
Commissioner Stcadman. The Commission | 
State thatin the last annual statement the 
Continental Life reported a capital all paid in 
and a surplus of $325,656. Examination of its 
affairs shows 

GROSS MISREPRESENTATIONS. 
Only $120,000 of capital was ever paid in, the 
remainder being represented by stockholders’ 
notes, the existence of which has been care- 
fully ignored in the annual statements. For an 
item of $200,000 in United States bonds report- 
ed in the assets, the Company had only a 
nominal title, none whatever for $35,000 in 
town bonds, and the $173,516 cash reported in 
bank was represented bv fictitious deposits. 
The ability to make an apparent showing of 
such items came through tbe connivance of a 
Director, John C. Tracy, who is also President 
of the Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Bank, where the 
Company deposited, Tracy making fraudulent 
entries on the Company's pass-book, thereby 
giving to the Company the appearance of own- 
ing 
CASH ASSETS IT NEVER OWNED. 
These entries aggregated $376,408, and, in a re- 
cent setticment with the bank, their genuine- 
ness has not even been claimed by the Company. 
It is further shown that the Company has pur- 
chased 4,670 shares of its own stock, and vouch- 
ers thercfor were treated as a cash item in the 
cash account. Such vouchers, representing cash 
expended by the Company for its own stock, 
were worthiess as asgets. The sum paid was 
$125,000, and this, being in excess of the 
capital actually paid in, puts the Company in 
the condition of having its stock wholiy unpaid 
for. The payment of a loan of $133,534 to 
Sharp’s Rifle Company and a mortgage of 
$52,500 is found 
CONTINGENT UPON THE SUCCESS 
of the Rifle Company, which is doubtful; vet 
the loan has long been carried in the accounts 
as a cash item. A large discrepancy occurs 
in the valuation of real estate in and near 
Chicago, which came to the Company from 
Merril Ladd in a trade. In April, 1873, 
the Continental loaned $10,000 to Harkin, Mar- 
tin & Wheeler, of Chicago, taking a note with 
stock of the Utica Cement Company as col- 
lateral. Six months later the rm failed. The 
Continental purchased all the stock of the 
Company. assuming all its debts, i 
MAKING THE REAL COsT $150,000. 

Subsequently the 21 exchanged the

called worth $132,000 and a mortgage 
$30,000, making the consideration of the prop- 
erty $212,000. In July, 1876, Ladd failed, and 
the cement property was taken again by the 
Company by a foreclosure suit at a cost of 886.

THE GOOD MEN TOTALLY SURPRISED. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Hartrorp, Ct., Jan. 15.—The special in- 
vestigating Life-lnsurance Commission created 
by the Legislature has sent to the Legislature 
a report concerning the Continental Life-ln- 
surance Company of Hartford. it deals with 
the annual statement of that Company made 
Dec. 81, 1876, showing in detail that state- 
ment contained various misrepresentations of 
its assets and indebtedness. The Company 
claimed a 3 of $325,655, or a 11 per cent 
basis. The Commissioner reduced it 868,408, 
even after counting certain assets of which it 
speaks in doubtful language. The Company 


definitely settling the difficulties in regard to the 
rates from Milwaukee East. The General Mana- 
gérs of the Chicago roads are not at all satisfied 
with the decision of Mr. N. Guilford, the Western 
Pool Commissioner, that the all-rail rates from 
Milwaukee should oe the same as from Chicago, 
and that the lake and rail routes from Milwaukee 
be allowed a difference in their favor of 2% cents. 
This satter concession is considered unjust by the 
managers of the Chicago roads, inasmach as it 
gives Milwaukee lower rates to the East than 
Chicago. It is claimed that the lake and rail rate 
sheald be made the same as the all-rail rate, as 
there is no justice in giving a poor route extra 
advantages. Mr. Guilford says that it will be im- 
sible to force the roads which connect with 
ilwaukxee by lake to charge the same rates 
as the ali-rail routes, as they claim that with 
the sume rates they conld get no basiness at all, 
and they would therefore be compelled to cnt the 
rates. was of the opinion, however, that 2% 
cents is too much of an advantage, and for this 
reason he had requested statements from the vari- 
ous Chicago end Milwaukee roads so as to calcu- 
late just how much this reanction discriminated 
in favor of Milwaukee. If ne found that these 
roads vet more than their regular share of the 
business, he wou d see to it that the amount now 
allowed tothe Milwaukee roads was reduced to 
such figure as would give them no more business 
than what they were really entitied to.

SAN FRANCISCO BANK FAILURES. 
Francisco. like many other cities, has had 
more bank failures iu 1877 than in any previous 
year of its history.

The depositors of the Chicago Savings Institu- 
tion, lately defunct, gathered in the law once of 
Barker 4 Buell, Mecormick Block, yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock for the purpose of seeing 
what could be done to increase the amount liable 
to come to them at the ena of the Receiver s term, 
which looks at present to be about 2 per cent. 
Only about twenty-five persons were present, 
mostly poor and hard-working citizens. One poor 
German woman burst into tears and sopbed out 
that she had lost $1,200. A French lady wanted 
to know if there whs no law, and said that such 
things could never happen in Fraace. An Irish- 
man ewore vengeance in case his money was not 
forthcoming from that Junge. . 

The meeting was cujled to order by Col. Water - 
man who’ stated that it had been called for the 
purpose of, instracting the Receiver as to tue 
wishes of the devositprs. 

Receiver Hinkiey cqgme forward and stated that 
the institution was organizeil under a State 
charter in 1857, but did not receive deposits until 
1870. It had no capital or anything to work on 
except the deposits if might receive. A few per- 
sons were named as Directors. In 1874 the bank 
rented the lot en tbe ¢orner of Madison and Dear- 
born streets, and puf up a building from the de- 
posits costing $28,000. on which the Fidelity had 
a mortgage for $15,000. The paper which was 
worthicss amounts to about $12,000, and a lot at 
Englewood; two lots on West Madison street, and 
a house and lot on Walnut street were also in- 
elnacd in the assets. The deposits amounted to 
between $47,000 and’ $50, . 

Mr. Waterman thought that somethint micnt be 
done, andthe best way was to instruct the Re- 
ceiver. Joseph N. Barker thonght that the ecindal- 
ous way the bunk had been carried on was a wicked 
outrage. Junge had eaten up all the money de- 
posited. 

The meeting was then formally called to order, 
II. Branch elected President and F. S. Plain Sec- 
retary. On motion, Joseph N. Barger, Mr. Stew- 
art, and Mr. Waterman were appointed a commit- 
tee to drait resolutions insiracting the Receiver.

Mr. Hinckley, be re- 
quested to apply to the Court for leave to summon wit- 
nesses and make examination for the purpose of as- 
certaining who the ofivers, Trastees, and agents of the 
bank have been, and what disposition has been made of 
the money intrusced to them My depositors: and that, 
fur the purpose of suck cxamination, the Recciver be 
authorized to use any money in his hands. 

The persons then signed the resolution, and it 
was found that $24, 000 was represented.

FIGHTING THE DOWNWARD TENDENCY OF 
PRICES. : 

A few weeks ago some of the useful members of 
society whose daily vocation is to shave and sham- 
poo their fellow-men decided that, in the course of 
human events, the time had arrived when war 
prices must be discontinued, 1f business was to 
continue. Men had developed among meu an evil 
habit of shaving themselves, or an equally repre- 
hensible practice of going unshaven altogether. 
It was trae that, for hair-cutting purposes, they 
still sought the services of the tonsoria! artist, but 
even in this a ead falm f wasshown. In for- 
mer days long hair was held sacred to the Indian 
fichters of the variety stage and spiritualistic 
devotees of an advanced type. Now all is 
changed, and business-men, doctors, lawyers, 
even ministers of the Gospei, go through life hairy 
as Samp-on and bearded like the pard. 

The cause of thie sad falling off was the high 
prices charged for persona! ornamentation. It was 
all a well in flush times for a man to pay a 
dollar for having his hair cropped and his head 
shampooed, mustache waxcd, etc. But the panic 
came, the real-estate millionaires had to shin 
around to find cash for the outcher and grocer, 
the savings-bank Presidents went to Europe or 
the County Jail, the Whisky Ring busted up, and 
the gambling-houses were closed, and throughout 
the land the cry went up that 15 cents was too 
much. to pay for a shave. A reform was impera- 
tively demanded. for tne barber's business was on 
the road to the demnition bow-wows. 

Recognizing this great and central fact, and argu- 
ing from cause to effect, an artist more enterprising 
than his fcllows teok a new departure, and bold! 
reauced his figures. The hair-cutting tor whic 
he formerly charged 35 cents he contracted te do 
for a quarter, and fora dime he would shave the 
roughest beard that could grow on face of man 
within the seven days. Baths erstwhile unattain- 
able by him who had not 20 or 35 cents were re- 
duced to 15 or 20 cents. There was Weakness in 
the bay- rum market, and hair-tonic was practical- 
ly — away. Several other knichts of the razor 
and scissors followed this iconoclast,—some, it is 
said. saw him and went five cents better on certain 
oranches of their art. 

But the decline in rates, though highiy accepta- 
ble to what might be termeu Lhe dcbtor class, those 
who owed a duty to society, was not by any means 
sati*factory to the trade at large. They saw their 
rooms deserted, and their former patrons passing 
by on the other side, leaving them to quote the 
beautiful lines about the vacant chair. The 
natural instinct of the American citizen teacnes 
him to appoint a committee and call a meeting on 
almost every occasion, and this proved no excep- 
tion. Deputations from the old-iine men, who had 
held fast the faith, waited upon the recaicitrant

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HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
THE MONTHLY MEETING 

of the Historical Society was held last evening, 
President Arnold in the chair.

COOK COUNTY, AND DANIEL P. COOK, 

after whom it was named. It was originally 
organized outof Peoria Cuunty in 1831. Within 
its boundarics were the present Counties of Cook, 
Lake, DuPage, anda part of Will. After giving a 
history of the county organizations, and the 
changes which the territory now comprising Cook 
had undergone since the creation of the Territory 
and State of Lilinois, he passed to a biographical 
sketch of Mr. Cook. He came;to the Territory in 
1815, when 21 years of age, end settled at 
Kaskaskia, the Capital, practicing law. He soon 
afterwards became cditorof the Anale Inlelligen- 
cer, then the only newspaper in the Territury. 
In 1816 he was appointed Auditor of Punlic 
Accounts by Gov. Kawards, and a few months 
subsequentiy, after the election of President Mon- 
roe, was sent to England with dispatches to John 
Quincy Adaina, recalling him in order to accept 
the position of Secretary of State. After his re- 
turn, Cook was appointed and for a long time 
served as one of the Territorial Circuit Judges. He 
was ciected three times to Congress, but was de- 
feated in 1826 oy Joseph Duncan. By overwork 
m Congress and in * — his physical system, 
naturally weak, broke down completely under this 
blow. By his physician's advice he went to Cuba, 
but in a few montas returned to his home unim- 
proved, and died in October, 1827, G #4 years. 
Gov. Ford, m ms history, said that more than half 
of Cook County's prosperity was owing to his ex- 
ertions in Con m behalf of the 
canal, He was one of the first public 
men who openly opposed sinvery as an 
institution. The firat proposition ever promulgat- 
ed for giving to actua) settlers tree homesteads was 
in the form of abil) introduced into Congress by 
him. It was not until some years afterwards that 
the wisdoin and expediency of this policy was ap- 
preciated and adopted. Bat it was in connection 
with tae canal that he especially distinguished him- 
‘self—a work that did more to stimulate and hasten 
region he-

He was one of the first to assist in laying the foun- 
dation of the Historical Society, and aided the 
Librarian, Mr. Barry. materially in arrang- 
ing material He was also interested in 
the Academy of Sciences, and a member 
of the Astronomical Society, and a Trus- 
tee of the Eye and Ear infirma before 
it became a State institution, also an active mem- 
ber of the Humane Society. His life was a succes- 
sion of noble disinterested deeds and generous sac- 
rifices, which were known oniy to those brought 
into near personal relations with him. His most 
striking moral characteristics were unassailable in- 
tegrity, fidelity in trusts, intense humanity, stead- 
fastness in friendship, and absolute unselfishness. 
His record was without a spot or blemish, and his

» memory would be revered by those whom he had 


blessed.

VAGRANT LAWS UNCONSTITUTIONAL.

Fort Warne, Ind., June — Lowry, of 
the Superior Court, to-day rende an opinion 
holding that the first section of the law known as 
the Suspected Felon act is unconstitutional on tae 
ound thet, under ite provisions, defendant can 
be held and put on trial without a written com- 
plaint, and can also be virtually compelled to tes- 
tify against himself. both of which are in contlict 
with the Constitution.

RAIN. 
The People of California Get a Groat Storm, 
and Feel Very Good Over It. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 15.—Within the 
last twenty-four hours the entire State, so far as 
heard from, has been visited with a rain-storm. 
In the vicinity of San Fran:visco Hay from one 
to three inches of rain ſeil in different locali- 
ties, the fail being the beaviest to the north 
and northwest. No detailed reports have been 
received from the. northern coast, the storm 
having prostrated the wires. The Sacramento 
Valley has received from one 
half to two inches. In the San Joaquin 
Valley about an inch has fallen. The 
Santa Clara Valley has had a good supply, in 
some places reaching two inches. Inthe Salmas 
and Pajuro Valleys about one and three-quarter 
inches tell. In the southern coast counties the 
fall has varied fruma hall-inch to an inch and 
three-quarters. In Los Angeles Vailey the 
rain bas been everywhere accompanied by a 
strong wind from the south and southeast, 
which still conticues, and though the rain has 
ceased in most localitics during the afternoon 
indications fayor a continuance to-night. The 
present storm is considered sufficient to insure
